F e Ter T ic k P r o b le m 
The livestock industry of Brazos 
county is threatened with trem en­ 
dous loss, and already farm ers are 
beginning to experience many in­ 
conveniences because oi the cessa­ 
tion of tick eradication work in the 
county. 
On last 
Monday, 
W. L. 
Graham of Hock Prairie sold some 
livestock to be slapped out oi the 
cunty, perhaps to Mexico, and when 
h° was 
advised 
that 
said 
stock 
would have to 
be 
clipped and in­ 
spected, he loaded the stock on his 
wagons and proceeded to A. & M. 
College, hoping to find dipping ia- 
ciiities and an inspector, but upon 
arriving at 
the 
College he fou. d 
that the inspector from bort Worth 
had not come and the railroad of­ 
ficials refused to receive his stock 
without first being dipped and ac­ 
companied with proper certificate 
of inspection. 
There 
was nothing 
left for Mr. Graham to uo, under 
the circumstances, except haul his 
cattle and hogs back through the 
rain and mud to his farm. 
This is 
an example of 
trouble and incon­ 
venience, with more or less loss oi 
time, but the 
real 
loss will come 
when the many thousands of young 
cattle now in the county begin, for 
the first time, to carry ticks from 
our reinfested ranges and pastures. 
It would appear that the livestock 
men of the county should m eet with 
the county officials 
and help de­ 
vise some plan whereby we may not 
lose the money 
we 
have already 
spent and the vantage ground thus 
far gained. 
Judge 
W. 
C. Davis 
states that Robertson county is co­ 
operating with the farmers of that 
county on a plan whereby the work 
of tick 
eradication 
will proceed. 
Milam county will 
continue dip­ 
ping. 
Bell 
county, 
after having 
pent $100,000 on the work. refuse 
to stop now until 
the work is fin­ 
ished. 
The Brazos County Short 
horn Sale, at which thousands of 
dollars worth of cattle would have 
been exhibited and sold, some to go 
out of county, some t be kept in 
county, was called off by president 
R. G. Astin of the Purebred Live­ 
stock Association, 
because 
01 the 
future outlook for the livestck in­ 
dustry in 
Brazos 
county. 
This 
merely serves to point us to what 
awaits us, if 
we 
will 
but stop to 
think of the endless chain of trou­ 
bles the “pesky tick” can bring us.

trees were yet 
entirely dorm ant, j 
not a bloom 
out, 
and Dean E. J. 
Kyle stated that it would be some 
ten days before the orchard would 
be in full bloom. 
When asked how 
such healthy looking trees had been 
held back during a warm winter, 
such 
as 
we 
have 
just 
passed 
through, Dean Kyle said the method 
used on the College orchard was to 
cultivate 
thoroughly 
during 
the 
summer, keeping the trees vigorous 
till about November IO, when they 
were permitted to shed leaves and 
become dormant. 
As a further help 
ti. the trees a 
cover 
crop ol oats 
was sown between the rows, tho 
not only helping to keep the tree 
dorm ant, but also preventing the 
land from washing. 
W hen the dan­ 
ger of a freeze is 
over and tree 
have budded out, the oats will be 
turned under as fertilizer for trees 
I when they 
are 
making the fruit 
The orchard, six years old, and hav­ 
ing borne fruit three years, prom 
Des a bumper crop this year. Those 
interested in growing fruit, if only 
for home use, would do well to visit 
Dean Kyle’s orchard and have him 
(explain the methods used in order 
to have 
peaches 
practically every 
ear.

SPECIAL LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEES 
ARE NOW ASSEMBLING IN AUSTIN 


(Special to Dallas-Galveston New s). 
AUSTIN,' Texas, April 4.—Governor Neff has not made 
known what legislation he will recommend to the coming aes 
aion of the Legislature to relieve the financial embarrassment 
of the general fund. According to Representative Satterwhite, 
who is here, the House Appropriations committee and the Sen­ 
ate Finance committee will meet here by Thursday to begin the 
preparation of the four major appropriation bills for considera­ 
tion by the special session. Representative Quaid of El Paso is 
chairman of the House committee and Senator Dudley of El 
i^aso heads the Senate committee. 
The latter has been nomi­ 
nated Mayor of El Paso, but has not tendered his resignation. 
The work of the Appropriations committee has been simpli­ 
fied and made easier by the budget printed by the State Board 
of Control. 
The total of this is $30,100,000 for the two years 
Deginning September I. 
It shows an exact comparison of ev­ 
ery item recommended to the session with the amount now in 
use and that asked for in each instance by the department or 
institution. 
The appropriations are divided into four bills for 
the support of the judiciary, the State departments, the State 
educational institutions and the State eleemosynary institutions 
The Appropriations committee will go over the same ground 
covered by the Board of Control in revising these measures. 
REVENUE AND TAXATION BILLS ARE EXPECTED. 
Extended hearings by the House Revenue and Taxation 
committee are expected as a result of the tax bills to be offer­ 
ed. Finding revenue to meet the present deficiency is to be the 
task of the special session, according to the views of members 
here. 
They also realize that the emergency exists and that 
the effort is to get immediate relief. The Revenue and Taxa­ 
tion committee is composed of the following members: Chair­ 
man Lackey, of Dew itt; Melson of Hopkins; Rountree of Braz­ 
os; Smith of Travis; Satterwhite of Carson; Baker of Orange; 
Atkinson of Grayson; Culp of Bell; 
Maxwell of Stephens; 
Stevens of El Paso. 
All revenue measures originate in the 
House before this committee and then go to the senate. 
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N e e d o f h e e d C r o p s 
When we fail to get a stand of 
cotton, we plant again, 
When w< 
fuil to get a stand of corn, we sa­ 
lt is too late to plant corn ami plant 
the land to c otton, regardless of 
the need of feed stuffs, or the need 
of 
rotation. 
Considerable 
com­ 
plaint comes from many farm ers as 
to condition of corn, some say the 
stand is poor, while others report 
the black birds are preying on the 
crop as never before. Some are all 
but discouraged and “threaten’’ ti 
move to town. 
To 
say the least 
the outlook 
just 
now is not thi 
m ost promising for 
corn, but we 
need to plant fo r ample feed stuff 
and stop the flow of a half million 
dollars annually out of this county 
for feed. 
It 
la 
not an axchangc 
of commodities; it is bidding fare 
well to our money forever. 
We can 
not long stand th* drastic drain or 
our financial resources.
